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REPORT. 



To the Legislature of the State of New York : 

The trustees of the New York State Library, pursuant to the pro- 
visions of law, submit to the Legislature their Sixty-eighth Annual 
Report. 

The growth of the library is shown in the following summary of 
the additions made during the fiscal year ending September 30, 1885. 

At the beginning of the year October 1, 1884 : volumes.

Besides the additions mentioned above the trustees desire to report 
the completion of the purchase and the acquirement of a complete 
title for the Tompkins papers, for the purchase of which the Legis- 
lature of 1884 made an appropriation of $5,000. Since the papers 
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have been received they have been re-examined carefully and their 
value to the historical collections of the library has become more 
than ever manifest. 

The trustees regret to report that owing to the death of Hon. 
George W. Clinton, the work on the George Clinton papers was 
temporarily suspended. This work for whicn Judge Clinton had 
peculiar personal and mental qualifications had been carried on by 
him to a good degree of forwardness. It has been difficult to find 
a suitable person to continue and complete this work of editing and 
indexing the Clinton papers. Fortunatelv they have found Paul 
Fenimore Cooper, Esq., a lawyer who by habits of historical inves- 
tigation and taste for such researches is well fitted for such a work, 
willing to take such time from his profession as he can spare for 
completing Judge Clinton's work. He has accordingly entered on 
this work and it is hoped that within the coming year it can be 
finished. 

The accumulation of. valuable historical manuscripts in the library 
has already made it one of the most important collections for his- 
torical study. The Vermont manuscripts purchased from Henry 
Stearns of London, the Sir William Johnson papers, the George 
Clinton papers, the Tompkins papers, and the historical manuscripts 
transferred from the offices of the Secretary of State and Comptroller 
to the State Library, make the library rich in material illustrating 
the history of the State. Its value to the student, however, will 
almost wholly depend on the arrangement and preparation of the 

Eapers so that they may be consulted. In part tnis has been done, 
ut on the other hand nothing has been done to utilize the Vermont 
manuscripts or the Tompkins papers. Years of work will be required 
to make these and the other collections available for the use of the 
ordinary historical student. Indeed there is continuous need in such 
a library as the New York State Library for a competent man to 
continue the work which Judge Clinton was doing for the George 
Clinton papers. The trustees earnestly request that the appropria- 
tion made through several years for the work on the Clinton papers 
be continued and made a permanent part of the library appropriation. 
In view of the near prospect of removing the library into its new 
quarters the trustees desire to call attention to the fact that in the 
plans of the library as it has been necessary to arrange them in the 
quarters assigned it has not been possible to secure a compact arrange- 
ment of the books on one floor, bat it has been necessary to carry 
the arrangement through two stories and to make subdivisions of 
these stories by subordinate floors. While the space secured for the 
books is for the present ample and in many respects admirably ar- 
ranged, it is evident that the service of the library will entail much 
greater labor on the part of the staff than heretofore. In addition to 
this it is to be remembered that the arrangement and settlement of 
the library in its new place must involve special labor far beyond 
the usual service of the library. Besides this there are certain de- 
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partments of the library work, such as the arrangement and assort- 
ing of pamphlets into volumes, the correspondence in reference to 
exchanges and the purchase of books, which have gradually increased 
until they have outgrown the most industrious efforts of the present 
force. AH this pomts inevitably to an increase in the staff of the 
library. No such important library has ever been conducted with 
so small a staff, and the time has come when it is no longer possible 
to properly adaiinister this trust without additional help. 

For the full explanation of the operation of the library during the 
past year the trustees refer to the reports of the librarians and the 
catalogues of additions made during the year.

APPENDIX I. 

REPOET (W THE LIBRARIAN OF THE GENERAL 

LIBRARY. 



To the Regents of the University^ Trustees of the State Lihra/ry; 

The number of volumes added to the general library during the 
twelve months ending September 30, 1885, is 2,098, making the 
whole number of volumes in this department of the library 90,100. 
Ot these 2,098 volumes, 1,165 were obtained by purchase and 933 
by donation or exchange. 

It must be repeated, in this report, as was mentioned last year, that 
the library remains in its temporary quarters, and is likely to con- 
tinue in the same rooms for one or two years longer, so far as can 
be judged from the indications. 

Since the death of Vice Chancellor Judge Clinton, the collection 
of the Clinton Manuscripts, which have been in his keeping in the 
room in the Capitol which he occupied while indexing them, has 
been restored to the library. The whole number of volumes belong- 
ing to the continuous set of these MSS. is now fifty-two volumes 
folio. Of these, fourteen volumes had never been seen by Judge 
Clinton, having been bound and added to the library since his death. 
The volumes first submitted to Judge Clinton to index were twenty- 
three, which had been in the library for many years. To each of 
these, a chronological calendar had been made more than thirty 
years since by Orville Dewey, and bound with it, constituting a 
brief analytical table ot contents of each paper. To these twenty- 
three volumes which had a calendar, Judge Clinton completed and 
arranged in alphabetical order a subject-index, each heading being 
followed by some detail. His manuscript fills 1,900 pages folio, 
and if the handwriting seems obscure at first, it will soon become 
clear and intelligible to one familar with it. The copiousness of 
the index may be inferred from the fact that 150 passes of the manu- 
script are devoted to members of the Clinton family. 

In the additional fifteen volumes committed to his care from a 
later purchase. Judge Clinton has continued an analytical calendar, 
similar to the one in the first twenty-three volumes. It averages 
fifteen folio pages to a volume, or 225 pages in all. These new fif- 
teen volumes and the additional fourteen volumes just placed by 
their side, require a subject-index to be prepared for them similar to 
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the one for the first twenty-three volumes. These fourteen volumes, 
from volume 39 to volume 52, are chiefly Gov. George Clinton's land 
papers, being lands in various counties in the sale of which he and 
his partners were interested. The titles given to the volumes on 
their backs will illustrate the character and extent of the informa- 
tion which they may be expected to furnish regarding early settlers 
and titles in the counties named. The titles read, volume 39, New 
York city, Greenwich street; 40, 41, 42, Kayaderoseras Patent; 43, 
44, Dutchess County, Little Nine Partners ; 46, Fonda and Orisk- 
any Patents; 46, Onondaga and Delaware County^Lands; 47, Var- 
ious Counties; 48, 49, Miscellaneous; 50, 51, 52, Deeds and Maps. 
The process of completing the subject-index to the Clinton papers 
will require, to blend the indexes to be made for the last twenty-nine 
volumes with the index made for the first twenty-three volumes, 
which can only be done by cutting up the 1,900 pages, so that the old 
and new indexes can be arranged under one alphabet, when the 
whole can be engrossed in a fresh copy in one volume, similar to 
that of the subject-index to the Sir William Johnson papers. 

The character of the additions to the library during the past year 
resemble those of preceding years, being principally topics of Ameri- 
can and family history, of legislation and oi political economy. 
The two additions besides, worthy of especial mention, are the ninety 
publications of the Early English Text Society from 1860 to 1883, 
which have been bound in sixty volumes octavo ; and Siebmaclier's 
Wappenbuch, or. General Book of Arms for all Germany and its 
associated kingdoms, duchies and free towns, which has been bound 
in twenty-four volumes quarto. This is a newly arranged and 
greatly enlarged edition with heraldic and genealogical extensions 
of this standard work, elaborated by a company of six editors at 
Nuremburg, with many hundred plates. The edition was com- 
menced in 1856, and the work is not yet completed. A collection 
of several hundred pamphlets lately purchased and printed in Mex- 
ico, chiefly between the years 1860 and 1875, furnishes abundant 
sources of information regarding the condition of that neighboring 
republic in many varied aspects. 

We are engaged at present, so far as the only two assistants in the 
library can carry on the work, in making a single manuscript card- 
catalogue of all the books and pamphlets in the library, such a cata- 
logue being a very important means of lessening the labor of the 
librarians in the use of the existing records of the contents of the 
library, when called upon to make a search for a reader. As things 
are at present, a question relative to a book may demand a 
reference to the two printed catalogues of the years of 1855, and 
1861, and to the two manuscript catalogues of the additions since 
that time and for the current year, and consumes a great deal of 
time. This work will proceed very slowly until the Legislature pro- 
vides the much needed additional service in the library. All which

APPENDIX II. 
IIEPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN OF THE LAW LIBRARY. 



State Library, Decemher 31, 1885. 

To the Regents of the University of the State of New York : 

The number of volumes added to the law department of the li- 
brary during the library year ending September 30, 1885, is one 
thousand three hundred and forty-five, of wliieh seven hundred and 
sixty-six volumes were acquired by purchase, and five hundred and 
seventy-nine volumes were acquired by donation and exchange. 
The number of volumes added to the law library as above stated, ex- 
ceeds that of any preceding year within the last thirty years, and is 
accounted for by tlie fact that over three hundred volumes of state 
papers are included in the additions, which were published during 

f)revious years but were not received and placed in the library until 
ast year. 

The effort to supply deficiencies existing in the collection of 
American statute law has been continued, and has resulted in the 
addition of sixty rare volumes of the session laws of eighteen States 
and Territories. By reason of the extreme rarity of the volumes 
desired, some time must elapse before we can hope to have com- 
pleted this collection, althoagn it does not appear that more than 
eighty volumes are now wanted for this purpose. 

The British i)arliamentary papers of the sessions of 1881, 1882 
and 1883, comprising 270 volumes, have been bound in 140 volumes 
and placed upon the shelves, which increases the total number of 
volumes of these papers in the library collection to 1,563. 

One hundred and fifty trials have been added, of which ninety- 
six have been bound in separate volumes. A large addition has 
been made of law pamphlets, including forty legal arguments by 
prominent Mexican jurists upon important questions of Mexican law. 

The Honorable Benjamin D. Silliman of Brooklyn, has presented 
to the law library, through Mr. L. B. Proctor, a photograph of the 
Justices of the Superior Court of the city of New York, taken 
in the year 1855. The court was then composed of Chief Justice 
Thomas J. Oakley (the author of the Act of 1818 which established 
the State Library), and Justices John Duer, William W. Campbell, 
Joseph S. Bosworth, Murray Hoffman and John Slosson. This gift 
to the library is an exceedingly interesting one, and its value is only 
equaled by the thoughtfulness and generosity of the donor. 
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In the report of a select committee of jour honorable body, which 
was approved and adopted by the trustees on January 10, 1879, the 
following language occurs in reference to the law library : 

" The scope of the law department of the library has been and 
should contiime to be a broad one. This now stands among the 
very first libraries of the country. It is believed to be nearly, if not 
quite complete in its collection of law reports of the federal courts 
of the United States, of the highest courts of the several States and 
of Great Britain, as well as of the statutes of the several States. 
These make up its greatest value, and of those reports and statutes 
its collection should be made and kept absolutely complete. In 
addition to these, all really standard elementary works touching all 
departments of municipal law within Great Britain and the United 
States, together with a reasonable supplj' of digests, books of practice 
and law books of like character should be kept up. Outside of these, 
the law library to maintain its proper standing as a completely ap- 
pointed law library, should contain the leading authorities upon 
subjects of international and ecclesiastical law, the Roman law, and 
the laws of the modern continental nations of Europe, especially of 
France, Germany, Holland and the free cities. A law library is 
valuable only as it is complete and all embracing in volumes liable to 
be cited by way of authority or illustration." 

In view of this expression of your honorable body, the librarian 
desires to state, that the rapid increase of law publications renders 
it certain that a much larger annual appropriation for the ])urcha80 
of books than has hitherto been made, will be required in the near 
future, to maintain the law library at the standard above set forth.
